S. D. JOHNSON GO, 
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STATE CROP REPORT 



Tlio following is the crop report 
for February, as issued by State 
Agricultural Commissioner Vree- 
land : 

The first report issued by the 
Agricultural Department for the 
year 1906 shows the condition of 
the agricultural iotereata to be in 
fairly good abape. The winter 
was an exceedingly mild one up 
to t!i<- 1st of February. But the 
ground hog saw li in shadow, ami 
has gotten in some pretty good 
work in the way of winter since 
that time. 

The wheat crop has stood the 
winter well, and is in good con- 
dition for the first of March. 
Winter oats, rye and barley all 
promise well." The burning of 
plant land for tobaOCO II progress- 
ing nicely, and if the weather re- 
mains open that part of the Bpring 
work will be over in a few days. 
A considerable amount of both 
hurley and dark tobacco remains 
unsold. Grasses of all kinds are 
doing well, except clover. The 
clover, however, that survived the 
summer and fall has stood tho 
winter in good shape, and prom- 
ises a good crop the coming sea- 
son. Live stock is coining out of 
the winter in better condition 
than usual. There is a ereat com- 
plaint of scarcity of hogs in many 
localities. Cholera is prevailing 

jn several counties. Sheej 
also scarce. The high prii't 
mules have eauaed a great many 
to be marketed and carried out of 
the State that otherwise would 
have been kept. Plowing for the 
spring crop has begun, and the 
farmers are getting busy and are
